his third.

Weidenfeld and White Lead 
Field in Record Tnrneut

The hig-hest turnout ever—65 percent of registered 
voters—returned the five incumbents to Greenbelt city 
council in the November 7 election. Six candidates received 
more than 40 percent of the vote, with challenger Ruth 


Kastner finishing sixth. 

Gil Weidenfeld was the top 
vote-getter with 1,560 votes and, 
if tradition is upheld, will again 
be mayor. Thomas X. White, with 
1,471 votes, was the second fin¬ 
isher and is the probable mayor 
pro tern. Joseph Isaacs (1,374), 
Edward Putens (1,340 votes) and 
Antoinette Bram (1,256 votes) 
were the other winning candi¬ 
dates. 

Kastner led the challengers, 
with 1,101 votes, Herling, with 
884 votes, Roberts, 617, and Dahl, 
559, rounded out the field. 

Because the successful candi¬ 
dates each received more than 
40 percent of the vote, no runoff 
election will be necessary. The 
council will be sworn in and will 
elect the mayor and mayor 
tem on Monday, November 13 
at 7:30 p.m, in the council cham¬ 
bers. The meeting will be ca^le- 
cast live on channel B-10. 

By Precinct 

The vote count from precinct 
13 (Greenbelt East), which re¬ 
ported in last made the differ¬ 
ence in the victors and order of 
finish. With Springhill Lake and 
the core of Greenbelt reporting 
earlier, White led the field, fol¬ 
lowed by Weidenfeld, Isaacs, 
Bram, Kastner and Putens. Weid- 
enfeld's 463 votes in Greenbelt 
East allowed him to overtake 
White, who drew 310 votes in 
that precinct. Putens* 465 votes 
in the East, leading all candi¬ 
dates, pushed him past Bram and 
Kastner. 

Weidenfeld did not lead in any 
precinct but finished second in 
all four. White led in precincts 
3 and 6, Isaacs in 8, and Putens 
in 13. Isaacs ran third in precincts 
6 and 13 and fourth in precinct 
3. Kastner made her strongest 
showing in old Greenbelt, running

third in precinct 3 and fifth in 
precinct 6. 

High Turnout 

More voters and a higher per¬ 
centage of voters took part in 
this year*s election than any elec¬ 
tion since 1973. Of 3,636 regis¬ 
tered voters, 2,363 cast votes^— 
65 percent. The number regis¬ 
tered and number voting in¬ 
creased in all precincts except 
Springhill Lake, where, as in 
the others, the percentage voting 
increased, compared to the 1987 
council election. 

The highest increase in vot¬ 
er —^numbers, percentage and 
registered—occurred in Green¬ 
belt East. Of 1,082 registered 
voters, 597 (56.2%) voted in 
1989. In 1987, 333 (40%) of the 
831 registered voted. The two 
precincts in the r^re of Green¬ 
belt made their typically strong 
showing. Precinct 6, the North 
End, cast the largest number 
and highest percentage of votes, 
with 865 of the 1,239 eligible vo¬ 
ting (69.8%), up from 663 
of 1,033 registered who voted 
in 1987. In precinct 3, the center, 
755 (65.1%) of the 1,159 regis¬ 
tered voted; in 1987, 609 (60%) 
of 1,018 voted. 

In Springhill Lake the number 
of registered voters declined to 
156, from the 224 registered in 
1987, and the number of those 
voting to 58 from 65. This does 
represent a higher percentage, 
however, 37.2% compared to 29%. 

Potpourri 

Voters cast ballots for an aver¬ 
age of 4.3 candidates in all pre¬ 
cincts, meaning that while some 
voters did not vote for five can¬ 
didates, **bullet voting” was not 
a factor. 

The five incumbents elected 
have a combined total of 52 years 
of council service. This will be 
their third term together.

Are Among

The Greenbelt city council 
held its last regular meeting 
of the 1987-1989 term on Oc¬ 
tober 30. They heard a re¬ 
port on the city’s efforts to 
minimize loss of woodlands 
at the new elementary 
school, opposed a variance 
for the proposed apartment 
complex on the Sunrise Pro¬ 
perty and directed staff to 
develop a plan to provide 
space for senior citizen pro¬ 
grams. 

Elementary School 
City Manager James K. Giese 
reported on a meeting he and 
council member Antoinette M. 
Bram held with school officials 
concerning the site plan for the 
new elementary school on the old 
North End School site. At issue 
were ways to minimize tree loss, 
particularly around the soccer 
field. Architect R, C. Garcia pre¬ 
sented two alternative plans, one 
with retaining walls, the other 
with a ‘^radical relocation** of the 
soccer field. The latter option, 
which was the most expensive, 
decreased the woodland by .8 
acre. 

Giese said that all options re¬ 
tained a **fair degree** of wooded 
buffer, some on homeowners* lots. 
He asked the architect to con¬ 
sider a less severe shifting of 
the field. Garcia agreed to do 
so and will present his proposals 
at a November 14 city council 
work session. 

As part of the consent a<?"en''^a 
council received Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board (APB) Report 89-30, 
in which APB recommended that 
council authorize the city*s con¬ 
sulting engineer to meet with 
Garcia to review options for the 
soccer field. The report will be 
placed on the agenda of the next 
regular council meeting. 

Parkway Parking 
In September council received 
petition from Jerome Logsdon 
and 152 others asking that Park-

way be restriped to permit angle 
parking on one side and parallel 
on the other. To permit this, the 
petition asked that Parkway be 
made one-way. The petitioners 
calculated that 57 additional 
spaces could be created. 

At the October 30 meeting, 
Giese said that Parkway is not 
wide enough for the plan as pre¬ 
sented. However, approximately 
15 additional spaces c^uld be pro¬ 
vided by converting Parkway to 
one-way and putting single park¬ 
ing on one side, with no parking 
on the other. Giese recommended 
that this change not be done un¬ 
til the reconstruction of Center¬ 
way is completed, tentatively 
scheduled for late next summer. 
During the construction period, 
the only access to parking lots 
in the Roosevelt Center will be 
from Parkway. 

Council member Thomas X. 
White urged that planning for 
the parking changes be done now, 
so that work can begin as soon 
as Centerway is finished. Bram 
also supported the change. She 
saw no problem with making 
Parkway one-way, given the short 
length of the road. 

Weidenfeld asked staff to make 
specific recommendations to the 
new council. After residents have 
had a chance to comment on the 
plan, council could direct staff 
on what to do and when. 

Logsdon questioned Giese’s 
contention that the street is not 
wide enough for his proposal. He 
noted that some female residents 
of apartments on Parkway are 
concerned for their safety at 
night when they have to park 
far from their residences. 

Sunrise Apartments 

Council unanimously opposed a 
request by the owners of the 
Sunrise Property for a variance 
from strict compliance with cov¬ 
erage requirements for the ga¬ 
rage for the apartment complex. 
The property is located at the 
end of Hanover Drive, adjacent 
to the Capital Beltway between 
Greenway Village Apartments

and the Holiday Inn. In her writ¬ 
ten comments, City Planning and 
Development Coordinator Celia 
Wilson noted that the site plan 
represents the maximum density 
allowed. She said variances are 
normally granted only when strict 
enforcements of regulations would 
make the property undevelopable. 
Wilson estimated that strict en¬ 
forcement of county code would 
require reducing the number of 
apartments by no more than 20 
percent, 

Michelle LaRocca, representing 
the property owners, said that 
recent changes in county regu¬ 
lations have **vastly increased** 
the parking requirements for the 
project. In return for the var¬ 
iance, the owners agreed to in¬ 
crease the buffering between the 
Sunrise project and the adjacent 
apartments. Council learned from 
LaRocca that county council 
member Richard Castaldi had 
recommended—and the District 
Council accepted—-the modifica¬ 
tion of the Langley Park-College 
Park-Greenbelt Master Plan to 
permit either the current high- 
density residential zoning or com¬ 
mercial-office. (The city coun¬ 
cil's request in July to reduce 
the residential density of the 
tract in the Master Plan was 
not accepted by the Prince Geor¬ 
ges County Planning Board.) 

City Solicitor Robert Manzi 
said that this change would have 
little immediate effect. Dual zon¬ 
ing would require the Park and 
Planning staff to treat the prop¬ 
erty both ways and would per¬ 
mit the zoning change without 
an additional nublic hearing at

Dr. David Thompson, an as¬ 
trophysicist at Goddard Space 
Flight Center was the guest pre¬ 
senter for Explorations Unlim¬ 
ited on October 27. 

Under his expert guidance and 
without leavyig the safety and 
comfort of their chairs, the par¬ 
ticipants traveled the byways of 
outer space on film. They visited 
the stars* and planets and viewed 
the Milky Way. Along the way 
they got daringly close to the 
moon, the cloud cover of Venus, 
and viewed Saturn and its rings 
as well as Saturn^s satellite Ti¬ 
tan. 

After the group returned to 
earth they bombarded Dr. Thomp¬ 
son with questions. He told them 
about some current NASA proj¬ 
ects, including the Hubble Space 
Telescope. 

This telescope will be in orbit 
370 miles above the earth, be¬ 
yond the atmosphere, and will 
give a picture window view of the 
universe. It sees 10 times better 
than the best optical telescopes 
on earth. This space observatory 
is named after American astron¬ 
omer Edwin P. flubble.

COLLECTION 
PROGRAM 

The city’s fall leaf collection program started Octo¬ 
ber 30, and will continue for six to eight weeks depending 
on the need. 

Collections are being done on an area basis with 
proximate neighborhoods or subdivisions collected at the 
same time. During the week of October 30 through 
November 3, the neighborhoods of Lakeside, Crescent 
and Ridge Roads above Westway, Forestway, Woodland 
Way and Northway were collected. 'This week, Novem¬ 
ber 6 through 9, the area of Boxwood, Lakewood, Re¬ 
search Road and Ridge Road from Lastner Lane to 
Laurel Hill will be collected. During the week of 
November 13, the remainder of the Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc., (GHI) neighborhood will be collected. Then the 
rotation will begin again. 

Residents in GHI MUST bag their leaves and keep 
them in their yards on the service side. Other residents 
may either rake their leaves to the curb or bag them and 
place them at the curb. 

Temporary signs announcing when leaves will be 
collected will be placed at major entrances to each area. 
As much as possible advance notice will be provided. 

Please remember, once the leaf collection crew has 
been in your neighborhood, they will not be back for two 
to three weeks. Thanks for your cooperation. 
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Large Turnout Needed 

To the Editor: 

Are you concerned about the 
increasing amount of traffic ? 
Have you recently complained to 
a friend or neighbor about the 
startling rate of tree loss due to 
development? For most residents 
of Prince Georges County, the 
answer is a resounding YES! 

Four bills are currently pend¬ 
ing before the county council 
which, if enacted, will result in 
sweeping reforms in the areas of 
road adequacy and tree , preserva¬ 
tion. I predict—no^—I guarantee 
that those opposed to the legisla¬ 
tion will turn out in large num 
bers to express their sentiments. 
It will take the active involve¬ 
ment of all citizens to ensure 
that the council members hear 
two points of view. 

The first bill, CB-IOO-SB, will 
require that adequate public fa¬ 
cilities (including roads, police, 
fire, rescue services, etc.) be 
present or fully funded prior to 
subdivision approval. The cur¬ 
rent law permits development 
approval provided that as little 
as $1 is included in the six- 
year Capital Improvement Plan. 
We cannot drive on paper roads! 

CB-73, 74 and 75-89 are 

designed to adont imnle- 

ment a tree preservation policy. 
If enacted, the law will apply 
to lots of 40,000 square feet or 
more which have at least 10,000 
square feet of existing wood¬ 
land. Passage of the bills would 
ensure an inventory of existing 
woodland prior to development, 
a conservation plan protecting 
existing trees, and a reforestation 
plan following development. Fur¬ 
ther. a developer would have to 
save between 10% and of 

the existing trees (depending on 
the zone) and would face stiff 
penalties for illegal tree remov¬ 
al. Currently, 2,500 acres of trees 
are lost every year in the county; 
This bill has been drafted as a 
compromise with developers. If 
you think the bill should be 
stronger—^we need to hear from 
you! 

The tree preservation bills have 
been scheduled for public hear¬ 
ing at 6:30 p.m. on November 14, 
in the County Administration 
Building, Upper Marlboro. 

The adequate public facilities 
bill is scheduled for public hear¬ 
ing November 28 at 1:30 p.m. in 
the County Administration Build¬ 
ing.

Builder, Spare that Tree - 
Public Hearing Nov. 14 

by Allegra Tasaki 

On Tuesday, November 14, at 
6:30 p.m., the Prince Georges 
County Council will hold a pub¬ 
lic hearing to discuss proposed 
tree conservation legislation at 
the County Administration Build¬ 
ing in Upper Marlboro. 

The Greenbelt City Council 
supports the proposed legislation. 
In addition, the Citv.ens for 
Greenbelt Board of Directors 
voted to endorse the bill. 

Three bills, CB-73, 74, and 75- 
89, have been introduced and are 
designed to implement a policy 
to save the trees. If enacted, the 
laws would require conservation 
on lots of 40,000 square feet with 
at least 10,000 square feet of 
woodland. 

Passage of the bill would 
ensure an inventory of forest 
land prior to development, a con¬ 
servation plan to save existing 
trees and a reforestation plan 
immediately following construc¬ 
tion. 

Besides these requirements, a 
developer must conserve between 
10 and 50 percent of px'sting 
trees on site and will face pen¬ 
alties for illegal tree removal. 

A fine of $1.20 per square foot 
will be imposed upon those who 
begin development without a 
county permit or approval of the 
Tree Conservation Plan. 

Under this program, certain 
areas would have priority for 
conservation. Wooded 100-year 
floodplains, wooded nontidal wet¬ 
lands, wooded stream corridors 
with drainage areas greater than 
50 acres and 50 ft, wide buffer 
wooded slopes and having a 
contiguous coverage of more than 
10,000 square feet would be under 
consideration.

the time of the Sectional Map 
Amendment. 

Wilson commented that the 
county has made several other 
changes to the master plan, in 
accordance with the city’s wishes. 
It had returned the Greenhorne 
and O’Mara property, near West¬ 
chester Park, to its residential 
zoning with a Comprehensive 
Design Zone overlay, rather than 
allowing the commercial zoning 
recommended by the Planning 
Board.

Infectious Mononucleosis 

“Mono” is an acute infectious disease caused by a virus. 
It affects mainly youngsters of college age, but even infants can 
get it. Mono is only mildly contagious, hence its nickname: 
“kissing disease.” People acquire it only after close contact. Its 
incubation period is about one to two weeks. It usually lasts 
several weeks, and recovery is gradual. It is most contagious 
from a few days before the onset of symptoms, to a week or two 
after onset. 

Clinical factors: The onset is insidious: fatigue, weakness, 
headache, fever, chills, malaise, and sore throat. Children have a 
shorter course than adolescents. Often it is misdiagnosed as 
strep throat, but, of course, throat cultures are neptive, and 
penicillin treatment ineffective. Physical findings consist of large 
lymph nodes (all over bu^ mainly in the neck), swollen, red, 
purulent throat and tonsilsrenlarged, tender spleen, and an occa¬ 
sional measles-like rash, especially in children who are treated 
with penicillin or aspirin. Occasionally the liver is involved 
resulting in confusion with hepatitis. Even less frequently 
there may be reversible brain involvement resulting in stupor or 
coma. Even the most severe cases will usually fully recover. 

Diagnosis: A routine CBC (“complete blood count”) will 
show many “Atypical Lymphocytes” on smear, and a “Hetero- 
phyle or Mono Test” will be positive. In younger children, how¬ 
ever, all these tests may be negative, and diagnosis must be made 
entirely on clinical grounds. 

Treatment: This is a viral illness, hence antibiotics are totally 
ineffective, and may be counterproductive. The patient must rest, 
eat a nourishing diet with lots of liquids, and take acetaminphen 
(Tylenol) for fever (not aspirin) As the patient recovers, ac¬ 
tivity may gradually return to normal. How soon a patient may 
return to school and to a normal way of life is decided upon 
strictly clinical grounds (i.e, using common sense). Repeat bloo' 
tests are not useful in determining when the disease is over. The> 
should be ordered only if there is liver involvement. 

A few patients become very ill with this disease: Their 
tonsils become so enlarged that they are in danger of choking; or 
they lapse into a coma because of brain involvement. Cortico¬ 
steroids will often alleviate these symptoms, but because steroids 
can have dangerous side-effects, they should only be used in life- 
threatening situations. 

Outcome: In almost all cases there is full recovery. Teen¬ 
agers tend to be ill longer (weeks and months) than younger chil¬ 
dren. Strenuous activities may cause rupture of the spleen. 

The existence of “chronic mononncleosis” is being hotly 
debated. Most doctors now feel that the E-B virus (the chief 
cause of mononucleosis) can remain active in a person for many 
years, and can cause flare-ups of the disease. Symptoms of recur¬ 
rence consist mainly of chronic fatigue, vague aches and pains, 
and enlarged lymph nodes. These symptoms are often attributed 
to laziness and hypochondriasis (faking). 

A person can get mono more than once, because more than one 
micro-organism can cause a mono-like disease (E-B virus, cyto¬ 
megalovirus, toxoplasma). 

Summary: Mono is chiefly a prolonged nuisance that requires 
old-fashioned nursing care mostly. Rest is mandatory until re¬ 
covery is complete. When the acute phase is over, activity must 
be limited for at least a month (i.e. no sports, etc.) There is no 
test that will tell us when the patient has fully recovered, there¬ 
fore the patient’s recovery must be judged' on clinical grounds 
only. In most cases doctors, hospitals, laboratories and medica¬ 
tions play no part in this disease.

Listening To Your Body's Language 


T he human body is often 
likened to a machine, but 
there is no other machine 
that functions so effectively and 
efficiently.

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello Again: 

Every day we deal with different questions that people have. 
The best question is: what is preventative maintenance? IVs a 
program or schedule. On a lighter side, it is as far as you're 
willing to walk when your vehicle breaks down. 

On a serious side, 40-60% of failures can be prevented. The 
rest no one can control. 

Preventive maintenance schedules are scheduled intervals 
of vehicle inspection and scheduled services (like oil filters changed 
and belts and hoses) at predetermined time and mileage settings. 
For example oil, filter, and lubrication should be done every 4 
months or 4000 miles whichever comes first. A 4 wheel brake 
inspection should be done annually. Once you start your mainten¬ 
ance schedule, you will see results in dollars and dependability. 

One might think: “My vehicle doesn't get but 5,000 miles a 
year, so I don't have to have scheduled maintenance." On the 
contrary, when vehicles sit around, the rubber components become 
dry rotted, and fluids become stale and chemically break down. 
This is as much a problem as higher mileage producing vehicles 
have.
